But so urces said the initial withdrawal might affect 2 0 ,0 0 0 
tro o ps and 100.000 might be phased o ut by the end o f the y ear.

WINDOW ROCK, Ariz. (UPI) 
—The Nav ajo men were mostly 
in their 30s or 40s and older 
They spoke little English so the 
carpenter brou ght in to teach 
them the basics of repairing 
bou se had to start from the be­ 
ginning. 
On a large ply wood board he 
had attached a hammer, a saw, 
a 
screwdriv er, 
a steel 
tape 
measu re and a few other sim­ 
ple tools. 
Beside each tool was its name 
spelled ou t in English. There is 
no written Nav ajo langu age. 
The carpenter picked u p the 
saw and. throu gh an interpreter, 
ex plained its u se. Then he dem­ 
onstrated how to hammer a 
nail, how to saw a board, how 
to measu re a beam. 
From su ch a primitiv e begin­ 
ning came the training of al­ 
most 3.000 Nav ajo men u nder 
the Home Improv ement Train­ 
ing Program. In a little more 
than two y ears they hav e fin­ 
ished more than 2.5 00 repairs 
on dwellings on the sprawling 
Nav ajo 
reserv ation and bu ilt 
sev eral hu ndred small hou ses 
from scratch. 
It is a perfect ex ample of the 
almost 
u nbeliev ably 
difficu lt 
task of bringing the Nav ajo res­ 
erv ation—with its 110,000 people 
scattered 
ov er 
24,000 sq u are 
miles—into the 20th centu ry . 
It ex emplified the beginning 
that has been made and the 
spark of hope for real progress. 
The HITP is one of a dozen 
pov erty programs for the na­ 
tion’s biggest Indian tribe now 
sponsored by the Office of Na­ 
v ajo 
Economic 
Opportu nity 
(ONEO) u nder nativ e Nav ajo 
Peter MacDonald. 
MacDonald, a u niv ersity grad­ 
u ate engineer who left a high- 
pay ing job in the California 
electronics indu stry to retu rn to 
his people, said when he took 
the job three y ears ago that the 
pov erty of the Nav ajos was a 
pov erty of the sou l, one more 
of hopelessness than actu al pri­ 
v ation. 
Sees Hope 
Today he is hopefu l. 
“While pov erty is far from 
ex tinct and the needs of the 
people as indiv idu als and as a 
nation are far from satisfied, 
there has been an u ndeniable 
mov ement toward a better fu ­ 
tu re,” he say s. 
“Hu ndreds 
of 
neat 
stu cco 
hou ses hav e replaced pathetic 
shacks. Hu ndreds of y ou ng peo­ 
ple are assu red of a better fu ­ 
tu re becau se the Neighborhood 
You th Program has kept them 
on the road to higher edu ca­ 
tion. 
“Thou sands 
of 
little 
pre­ 
schoolers hav e receiv ed a head 
start. Bu t perhaps the greatest 
accomplishment is one that can­ 
not be seen readily , a hopefu l­ 
ness has come to the Nav ajo 
people, a belief and ev en proof 
that progress and improv ement 
can happen here, can happen to 
them.” 
The ONEO pro gram in the 
y ears 106 5 -6 8 has put mo re than 
$23 millio n into a do zen 
projects 
lor the Nav ajo s, 
, 


, 
Last y ear there were 1,8 40 
children in the Head Start Pro­ 
gram. There were 900 boy s in

The VISTA 
(Volu nteers 
in 
Serv ice to America) program, 
the domestic eq u iv alent of the 
Peace Corps, had at one time

aid. They were at the mercy of 
u nscru pu lou s salesmen and time 
pay ment schemes. By the hu n­ 
dreds they hav e taken adv an­ 
tage of a $1 million legal aid 
program althou gh it has stirred 
u p something of a hornet’s nest 
of political litigation. 
Alcoholism 
Doctors and psy chologists as­ 
sert that the Indian has been 
shown to be no more su scepti­ 
ble to “firewater” than any one 
else bu t the practical fact is 
that alcoholism has been and 
continu es to be a major prob­ 
lem for the Nav ajo. 
In a three-month period, the 
Nav ajo tribal 
police handled 
2.116 cases of dru nkenness and! 
dru nk or reckless driv ing on the 
reserv ation. 
The ONEO Commu nity Alco 
holism Treatment Program was 
the first of its kind to approach 
the problem and in its first two 
y ears handled 78 8 cases of per­ 
sons try ing for rehabilitation. 
Another of the projects was 
a compilation of Nav ajo history 
and cu ltu re. More than 1,000 
tape recordings hav e been made 
of accou nts by old people (paid 
a small 
amou nt to tell their 
tales) recou nting 
the legends 
passed down throu gh the gener­ 
ations abou t the tribe. 
Carl Gorman, an artist who 
retu rned to the reserv ation to 
direct the cu ltu re project, say s 
it is intended that a book be 
pu blished for u se in the Nav ajo 
schools telling the history of the 
tribe. 
Another long-range program 
is creation of the first Nav ajo 
college. It will get u nderway in 
the fall of 1969 as a two-y ear 
ju nior college u nder the direc­ 
tion of Dr. Robert Roesol of 
Arizona State Univ ersity . 
There hav e been disappoint­ 
ments and failu res in the pro­ 
gram. The VISTA project has 
come to a near standstill as the 
resu lt of a Washington decision 
that v olu nteers mu st learn first 
to speak Nav ajo — a langu age 
ranked as one of the most dif­ 
ficu lt in the world. 
Bu t the “pov erty of the sou l” 
is being ov ercome. As 
Mac­ 
Donald say s: 
“We still hav e mu ch to do. 
We still hav e thou sands who are 
u nemploy ed; we still hav e thou ­ 
sands whose liv es are being 
ru ined by alcoholism; we still 
hav e a land that cries ou t for 
water. We still hav e thou sands 
who are in need of the necessi­ 
ties of life. 
“ But to rectify these is with­ 
in the realm o f po ssibility .”

now the site of the United 
States Su preme Cou rt Bu ilding 


Andrew Jackson's inau gu ra­ 
tion in 1829 set the precedent for 
ou tdoor inau gu rals on the East 
Portico of the Capitol. A wood 
platform was erected there for 
President Jackson’s swearing-in 
ceremony . 
Since 
that 
time, 
most inau gu rals hav e been held 
in front of the Capitol’s stately 
East Portico, ex cept when in­ 
clement 
weather 
forced 
the 
ev ent indoors, and the platforms 
all hav e been bu ilt of wood. 


Following tradition. President­ 
elect Nix on will take the oath of 
office and deliv er his inau gu ral 
address on the wood platform 
with the same decorativ e col­ 
u mns and architectu ral details 
which has been u sed since the 
inau gu ration of President War­ 
ren G. Harding in 1921. At the 
Capitol, stands hav e been erect­ 
ed to seat approx imately 15 ,000 
persons, as has an elev ated 
platform for news photograph­ 
ers and telev ision cameramen. 


Unlike 
the 
wood 
platform 
erected for President Franklin 
Pierce in 185 3, which was bu ilt 
in one clay with lu mber bor­ 
rowed from the constru ction of 
the Hou se and Senate wings and 
cost only $244.29, the inau gu ral 
facilities 
for 
Richard 
Nix on 
hav e been u nder constru ction 
for nearly fou r months and con- 
ract costs will ru n $674,000. 
Spectator stands hav e been 
erected along a 20-block strech 
of Pennsy lv ania Av enu e, along­ 
side the Treasu ry Bu ilding, in 
Lafay ette Sq u are across from 
the White Hou se, and flanking 
the Presidential rev iewing pa­ 
v ilion in front of the White 
Hou se. 
Capitol Hill facilities will re 
q u ire 5 10,000 board feet of lu m 
her, and the Pennsy lv ania Av e 
nu e stands and Presidential re 
v iewing pav ilion will u se 5 40,000 
board feet of lu mber. Ply wood 
totaling abou t 300,000 sq u are 
feet is req u ired for all facilities. 
Wood species u sed are Sou thern 
pine, Dou glas fir, 
Ponderosa 
pine, and hemlock. The lu mber 
inclu des a large q u antity of 2 x 
10’s, 4 x 4’s, and 1 x 12’s. 
The stands and stru ctu res will 
prov ide seating for not only 
leaders of the new administra­ 
tion and high gov ernment offi 
cials, bu t for thou sands of peo­ 
ple who will v iew the swearing- 
in and the parade which fol­ 
lows. Three elev ated stands will 
be dev oted to telev ision and 
photo cov erage. One stand is at 
the 
Capitol, 
another 
at 
the 
Treasu ry Bu ilding ov erlooking 
« he length of Pennsy lv ania Av e­ 
nu e with the Capitol bu ilding as 
a backdrop in the distance, and 
the third at Lafay ette Sq u are 
facing the rev iewing pav ilion 
across the av enu e from the 
White Hou se. 
The 
Presidential 
rev iewing 
pav ilion will be enclosed and 
heated as a precau tion against 
cold weather. It will be similar 
to those u sed by President John 
F. Kennedy and President Ly n­ 
don B. Johnson. While the de­ 
sign is original and handsome­ 
ly contemporary , it blends with 
the architectu re of the White 
Hou se and the historic bu ildings 
which face Lafay ette Sq u are. 
Althou gh the stru ctu res will 
he u sed for only a few hou rs?, 
ev ery piece of lu mber has been 
grade marked according to in­ 
du stry standards. 
Meanwhile, at the Capitol it­ 
self, wood is performing anoth­ 
er cru cial role. It literally is 
holding u p the historic bu ilding. 
The west wall of the Capitol, 
threatened 
with 
collapse, 
is 
shored by heav y timbers u ntil 
it can be repaired or replaced.

It was no t ex actly co uched in 
scientific language but was a 
v iv id capsule summary o f what 
has been learned abo ut human 
beings thro ugh recent inquiries 
into the actual phy sical functio n­ 
ing o f the brain and nerv o us 
sy stem — ho w it receiv es, pro c­ 
esses, sto res and utilizes senso ry 
info rmatio n fro m the o utside. 
“ There may be much less so n- 
o f-a-bitchery in the wo rld than 
Califo rnia neuro phy sio lo gist Dr. 
we 
suppo sed,” 
Univ ersity 
o f 
Ro bert B. Liv ingsto n to ld fello w 
scientists at the annual meeting 
o f the American Asso ciatio n fo r 
the Adv ancement o f Science in 
Dallas. 
That is. the disputatio ns, petty 
o r grav e, that strain o ur daily 
relatio ns with o ur fello w men 
are no t due so much to malice 
afo retho ught o n any o ne’s part 
but simply to the fact that ev ­ 
ery o ne’s brain structure is dif­ 
ferent 
fro m ev ery o ne else’s. 
Each brain perceiv es the wo rld 
differently 
fro m 
ev ery o ther 
brain, and the difference can be 
slight o r it can be radical. 
It is in the childho o d y ears, 
said Liv ingsto n, when the brain 
is do ubling in size in the first 
six mo nths and do ubling again 
by the age o f fo ur, that “ peo ­ 
ple beco me embedded in lan­ 
guage and culture, so that much 
o f what we co nsider ‘co mmo n 
sense’ in any culture is actually 
what we ex perience befo re age 
12.” 


I 
Ev ery thing coming into the 
mind ds modified by ou r ex pe­ 
riences, ex pectations and pu r­ 
poses, with mu ch data either 
shielded ou t or distorted so that 
it may nev er reach any two peo­ 
ple in ju st the same form. 


Observ ers of hu man behav ior 
hav e alway s been aware, of 
cou rse, that each man v iews the 
world throu gh his personal set 
of glasses. Psy chologists hav e 
long remarked the fact that two 
people can witness the same 
ev ent and y et report entirely 
different v ersions of it, with 
neither one ly ing or deliberate­ 
ly distorting what he saw. 
The glasses can be both ac­ 
q u ired and inherited. For ex ­ 
ample, a standard test is with 
the chemical su bstance PTC 
(pheny lthiocarbamide). 
Some 
people taste it as bitter, others 
as sweet or salty . Some people 
can’t taste it at all. 
This does not mean that peo­ 
ple of different cu ltu ral and ge­ 
netic 
backgrou nds 
can 
nev er 
hope to u nderstand one another, 
thou gh it becomes increasingly 


difficu lt to change or learn aft­ 
er the childhood y ears when the 
brain is “set.” 
Liv ingston is hopefu l that if we 
can learn to u nderstand these 
neu rological mechanisms better, 
we cou ld be able to see the 
world with less emotion, 
be 
more tolerant of the nex t man’s 
perception of the world and be 
more capable of “tentativ eness 
of response” — that is, less like­ 
ly to go off half-cocked. 
He predicts that researchers, 
as they find ou t “where things 
are” in the nerv ou s sy stem, will 
dev ise new dru gs and new treat­ 
ments for mental illness and de­ 
pression. 
It wou ld be wonderfu l if sci­ 
ence cou ld also come u p with 
some kind of “u nderstanding” 
pill to u nfreeze ou r nerv ou s sy s­ 
tems and help u s attain that 
which philosophers 
hav e 
be­ 
wailed the scarcity of for cen­ 
tu ries. 
The world cou ld u se a few 
million tons of the stu ff right 
now.
